Besides meeting war demands on {the front, (the guiding 
Policy of China’s wartime communications is to open up new 
international communication arteries and to develop new net- 
works in the interior. New roads have been buiit, old ones im- 


Proved. and future ones planned to bring in more 


foreign 


materials and increase domestic transportation facilities. What 


has been achieved in four years 


of war nearly equals the agegre- 


gated efforts of the long years before the present hostilities, 


Rallways: In spite of the longer 
time and higher costs involved, 
the value of rallways as a safe, 
fast, and large-scale transporta- 
tion means Is fully appreclated 
by the Chinese government. 
Construction on new railways in 
the rear started immediately atter 
the vutbreak of hostilities. The 
first wartime railway constructed 
was the Hunan-Kwangsi line 
which begins at Hengyang on the 
CantonsHankow rallway in south- 
em Hunan and was to reach 
Chennankwan vu the Kwangs'- 
Indo-China borde via Kwellin 
and Nannine. Work on the 
Hengyang-Kwellin section began 
in September, 1937, and the new 
line was opened to traffle in 
October, 1939, an average speed 
Of construction of one kilometer 
a day, setting a new record in 
Chinese Tatlroad constructian, 
The line pluyed an Important part 
during the evacuauion of Hankuw 
toward the end of October, 1938, 
when large quantities of materials 
as well as muny refugees were 
transported down the Canton. 
Hankow railway and diverted to 
Kwangs! and then Szerhwun by 
tne new line. 

The sectlun oetween {wen 
and Lluchow wus completed by 
the end of 1938 when the Battle 
of Nanning was In full swing 
It played an important part in 
transporting Chinese troops and 
supplies to the front, 

Work on the sections Nanning- 
Liuchow and Nanning-Chennah- 
Kwan, under construction when 
the Battle of Nanning began, 
was suspended after Nanning fell 
and had stnce hee eit one 
finished. , 

Road beds of the Yunuan- 
Burma and Kunmme-tou (Sullw 
railways have been yaruauy com- 
Pieted. The two lines, leading 
from the upper Yangtze trading 
center Ipin to Kunming and then 
to the Yunnan-Burma border, 
form the most important inte 

tional artery in southwestern 

ina, Hardships and obstacles 
considerably delayed the progress 
in.constrnection, but with more 
forelgn help forthcoming, both 
lines may be completed within a 
reasonably short time 

Another importan, sauway un- 
dertaken in time of war ts the 
Liuchow-Kwelyang Railway lead- 
ing from the central Kwanegst 
city to the Kwelchow capital. 
Rails, sleepers, and other mate- 
rials were taken from rallways 

‘ forn up by the Chinese in the 
Wur areas. First survey on this 
line began in April, 1939, and 160 
Kilometers of track were com- 
pleted in January, 1041 Work on 
this Hne ts proceeding, 


HIGHWAYS 


Belore the completion of the 
new raliways, however, highways 
have assumed the major share in 
transportation as they are easter 
to construct. The few highways 
in the Southwest and Northwest 
before the war were not able to 
meet present demands. There- 
fore, efforts were concentrated on 
: fhe construction of new roads, 
and, the improvement of old ones. 
The most significant of these 
highways is) the Burma Road. 

, With a total length of 960 kdlo- 
“: meters, construction of the road

Transportation by water ts 
principle most economical. But 
‘due to the topography of the 
inverlor provinces few rivers can 
be utilised for navigation. Even 
the few 
of dangerous rapids and on ac- 
count of their swift currents, not 
easily navigable 

Since the war. efforts have been 
made to develop as much as Pous- 
sible water communications in 
Szechwan. Hunan, Kwangs| and 
other provinces. The main mottve 
1s to wy to overcome as far as 
possible the original difficulties 
to shipping on the navigable 
Fivers, Next to thls is the open- 
Ing of new communications ny 
water and the bullding of mre 
ships In order to augment the 
existing transportation factlittes. 


This work carrted on for more 
jthan three years, has brought 
considerable results. Dangerous 
rapids have been rendered eastly 
and safely navigable by means of 
newly Installed mechanical towing 
stations. Hormerly, for the rivers 
in Szechwan the biggest ship was 
limited to only a few hundred 
tons. Since ‘the installation of 
towing stations even 2,000-ton 
steamers on the Yangtze can 
easily reach Chungking trom 
Ichang through the treacherous 
Yangtze |Gorges. A new page was 
written in the annuls of Chinese 
shipping and navigation. av pre- 
‘sent, more than 50 towing stations 
are in operation on the various 
waterways, and more ary being 
added. 

As to newly established water 
communications since the war. 
more than 1,900 kilometers of 
steamship lines and some 2.200 
Kilometers of native junk routes 
have been opened, while another 
1,500 kilometers of steamship lines 
are being planned. Steamships 
are now plying the Wukiang in 
Szechwan, which has been known 
for its dangeroys Tapids, Even 
the swift and treacherous Cold 
Sand River (Chinshakiang) will 
he made navigable tn the near 
future. Owing to increased trans- 
{Portation, an acute shortage haa 
been felt, in river boats. in tho 
interlor. To reduce and eventually 
Temove this shortage, old steamera 
brought up from the coast have 
been overhauled or rebuilt and at 
the same time improved wooden 
Junks, which are 3M per cent. more 
efficient than the old type, are 
being constructed.
